First, our president, Mr. Comstock, who brought Mr. Watkins 
(an old friend) with him, told me after the meeting that this 
was an advance reading of some material which Mr. Watkins was 
working up for the New England Historical aed Genealogical Society 
and which would probably be published in one of their phlets 
or periodicals. My knowledge of this society is nil, likewise 
of their publications, although it is an old and respected 
organization here in Boston. 


Second, there was no really new matter in the paper, I 
know because I went over one section of the field pretty care- 
fully when a year or more ago - prepared a paper for our society 
on the "Depreciation of Mass. Paper and Its Redemption withewt the 
Proceeds of the Louisburg Subsidy." 


Mr. Watkins covered a wider field than I did and was able 
to make a very interesting display of a number of old notes, 
bills, documents, etc., but while he gave us a very pleasant 
evening, he did not,in my opinion, contribute anything new to 
general knowledge on the subject. 


Incidentally another of our members, Dr. Malcolm Storer 
probably wellknown to you, read quite a paper on this subject 
several years ago before some local literary organization, the 
name of which has escaped me. 


It is really very interesting to see the attitude with 
which different people eh prey: the same sudject. For instance 
. Storer's paper which read (after reading my own) was rather 
from the point of view of local history, my viewpoint was more 
economic having in mind similar paper depreciations over the 
world, and Mr, Watkins was rather descriptive, having at his

Our experience has been that economy of 
annotation is desirable, Our procedure involves taking a complete icine P 
cutting it as a wmit, mounting the illustrations from it and rubber bea TS 
the name and date of the sale on the back of the card in m inverted position 
so that it can be read without taking the card from the file. It is much more 
important to my mind to do a limited series completely than to attempt to do a 
large series with the danger of incompleteness, nullifying any generalizations, 
We have had some thought of attempting this work for fields other than Greek 


or Roman. Our chief difficulty has been to find intelligent workers. I think

that are not as yet catalogued. By this I mean that such coinages fa " 
prazil's, which has been studied by Meile, and for whihh Sherecare at least 
a half dozen of Schulman's sales catalogues, could be postponed in favor of — 
countries such as Persia or Siam.
